Building Gutted By Dis­ 
astrous Fire 
Late 
Thursday. 


New York, Nov- 20.—-Nine persons, 
including; an entire fam ily of six, were 
suffocated and burned to death here 
today in a fire th a t 
sw ept 
rapidly 
through a five Btory brick apartm ent 
house a t No. 307 W est 146th street. 
The building was gutter- 
S tarting on the ground floor shortly 
a fter 5 a. rn.- the flam es spread so 
rapidly th a t by the tim e the firemen 
arrived and the occupants 
aroused, 
the whole lower structure of the -build­ 
ing wa* burning and escape for those 
on the upper floors was cut off. Many 
thrilling rescues were made by fire­ 
men and pedestrians who carried sleep­ 
ing and unconscious children down the 
fire escapes. 
The dead: 
Mrs. F /T h a Reynolds, 40 a widow. 
Ruth Reynolds, 16, her daughter. 
Mrs. Ada Frank, 39. 
Ralph Gibbia, his wife, Anna and 
their four children, C am elia, 7, Frank

The Gibbia fam ily on the top floor 
was entirely wiped out. Mrs. Gibbia’s

Two of her children lay a 
few feet behind her. 
The other two

sucpeeded 
in controlling -the flam es and had re­ 
moved nine bodies from the building. 
The cause of the fir<> has not been

the areas and corridors 
shutting off 
from escape those who lived on the 
npper floors. 
The building housed 
16 
families 
nearly all of which had children. 
Scores of residents fled down the 
fire escapes 
attired in their

clothing and 
carrying such of their 
•belongings as they could hastily grab 
up in flight.

GOOD-BYE, DEAR OLD ROORBACK—MANY'S 
IH E GOOD 
TURN YOU’VE DONE IJS IN THE PAST. 


Another of our well known and established institutions that 
was badly shattered, if not completely blown up, in the last elec­ 
tion was the roorback. The roorback has been in every political 
campaign, if our memory 
serves us right, 
since the William 
Henry Harrison campaign—and before that it worked in presi­ 
dential elections from Washington’s second term down to H ar­ 
rison’s day under an assumed name. 
It took the stump in the last campaign, too, principally under 
the direction of the Democratic committee, a*id it worked hard. 
One thing that may be said of the roorback is th a t it always was 
industrious. It was not afraid of work, and it didn’t hesitate, as 
many campaign orators do, about getting up in the middle of 
the night to catch a late train to the next station. It never missed 
an appointment. A tiresome, ignorant, blatant old rascal, is the 
roorback, but it seems always to be successful in landing a job 
with one campaign committee or another. 
Its first appearance in the campaign this year w7as to an­ 
nounce that Senator Harding once said that a dollar a day was 
enough for any laboring man. 
It was old stuff. 
The roorback 
used th at very effectively against John Quincy Adams in his day, 
except th a t the correct amount for the laboring man about that 
time, according to the confidential information from the candi­ 
date to the roorback, wras much less 'than a dollar. 
But all the 
candidates from Adams down to Harding have communicated to 
the roorback in some mysterious manner, their 
view’s on 
the 
amount per day labor should receive, and for thirty or forty 
years none of them has figured it out that a laboring man should 
receive more than one hundred cents a day. 
When the roorback entered the campaign against Harding 
with this underground communication, it was laughed off the 
stage. 
Some one in the audience said: 
“Give us a newr one.” 
Then the roorback reconsidered. It wasn’t a dollar a day, after 
all. A fter consulting its notes the roorback found that it was a 
dollar a bushel for w’heat. 
That’s what Harding had said. 
So, 
the roorback had cards printed somewhere, and distributed every­ 
where, by somebody, errand boys for the roorback, that Harding 
had declared th at one dollar a bushel w’as enough for anyone 
to pay for w’heat. 
The wheat story didn’t work. Roorback stood to lose its job 
as a campaigner. Then it came out w’ith a new7 story. 
It was 
about Harding’s ancestry. 
Roorback whispered it. 
Roorback 
printed it. 
Roorback found enough 
“simps” 
throughout the 
country to circulate it. Then roorback folded its long, lean arms 
across its ignoble breast and said: 
“There is the record, my 
fellow citizens, what do you think of it?” 
Roorback’s fellow7 citizens ^idn’t hesitate to say what they 
thought of it. 
An ancient cabbage smote roorback in the face. 
An ancient egg struck roorback under the left ear and trickled 
down over roorback’s shabby clothes. 
A man’s-sized boot toe 
caught roorback near the equator and set the grimy old cam­ 
paigner into the street, where, let us hope, he w’as picked up b\ a 
garbage man and hauled away to a long, long rest. 
Still, come to think of it, what good would it do to throw7 the 
roorback into the sewer as long as there are roorback followers 
entrusted with the ballot? 
The one hopeful thing about the 
recent election is th at the reaction against the roorback may 
make it a dangerous thing to place it on the campaign pay roll 
hereafter. 
Let us hope.—Kansas City Star.

#A movement is on foot for forming in every community a 
council of all the churches. 
It is simply a co-ordination of the ; 
existing religious forces for increased efficiency. 
The council 
would be in charge of an executive secretary, familiar with local 
religious needs and competent in .securing the full co-operation of 
the churches in the big moral things that affect the entire com­ 
munity. 
In Detroit, Cleveland and other large cities church councils of 
this character have been in effective operation for some tim e.: 
The churches in those cities, it is 
declared, are coming to 
be 
reognized as a powerful moral force and a most valuable asset to 
the communities. 
Instead of a church member acting singly, or 
just one congregation or probably only a portion of it, there is 
the concerted action of thousands of church people, representing 
many different organizations. It has been possible, also, to con­ 
duct impressive union services on a large scale, and to remind 
vast portions of the public of the appeal to worship of the church. 
A federation of churches at any place or any time is of course 
just w7hat the participating members make it. 
This is true of 
any kind of civic or busines.s organization. But without organiza­ 
tion today no form of activity, business, religious, social or poli­ 
tical, accomplishes telling results. 
Church people make up the biggest class of the population in 
practically every city and community. 
But 
the 
tremendous 
power latent in the churches somehow finds inadequate expres­ 
sion. 
Often the complaint is made and more often the feeling 
is had th at the churches do not make their influence count. This 
tends to depreciate the value of church membership. 
The churches themselves, particularly in the last two or 
three years, have realized that the power that resides in their or­ 
ganizations is not sufficiently transfused into the communities, 
and this new7 movement is an effort to remedy this defect.

An excellent formula for such

cream is as follows: 
White Wax ................... I ounce 
Spermacetti 
.................... I ounce 
"White mineral oil . . . 5 ounces 
Roso Water 
................. I 1-2 ounces 
Powdered borax . . . . 3 0 grains 
Perfumed oil .................. 15 drops 
Melt the wax, spermacetti and oil 
over a slow fire. 
Whpn all are melt­ 
ed together remove from the heat, 
add the borax and slowly pour in 
the rose water, which 
has 
been 
slightly warmed. Stir and beat until 
the liquid begins to congeal then 
pour off into jars. 
A little of this can be rubbed in­ 
to the face before it is washed in 
order to avoid chapping from the 
winter winds. 
After a train ride or 
a long journey in the car or car­ 
riage a little of this cream should 
be rubbed in before any water touch 
es the face. It can be used as a gen­ 
eral cleanser and even rubbed into 
the skin before 
exposure to cold 
winds. 
Tt is nothing hut a cleans­ 
ing agent; It will not grow* hair; 
all it does is to get out dirt from 
the pores where even soap and wa­ 
ter will not reach. 
Anxious.— It is so hard to 
get 
rid of freckles that it is much bet­ 
ter to spend your efforts in avoid­ 
ing them rather than curing them. 
All mild skin bleaches will help to 
remove them, hut can never he ab­ 
solutely depended upon. 


Blackheads are another matter.

Based on the hi {rh price of coal, the 
Dayton Power & Light Company, of 
Dayton, which furnishes electric light 
and power in Greene County, has put 
in effect a slight increase in all towns 
in the county excluding Xenia, on the 
electric light rate. 
Tile new rate, whit a hn< been allow­ 
ed by the State Public Utilities Com­ 
mission, is 12 cents per kilowat sub­ 
ject however to a discount of one cent 
per kilowatt, which makes the actual 
ate ll cents per 
thousand 
watts, 
While this rate is actually one cent 
higher than the rate at present in of 
feet in Xenia, there has 
been no 
movement started to raise the rate rn 
this city, and no request for an in­ 
crease has been laid. before the State 
Public Utilities Commissoin. 
E. H. Heathman, manager of the 
Xenia branch of the company, 
said 
Friday that he did not know whether 
the tympany would attempt a rate in­ 
crease in this city, but that if the com­ 
pany did decide on such a course, that 
the uptrolic would be informed through 
the publication requirements of the 
State Utilities Commission, at least i»o 
days before the pix*posed rate should 
go in effect. 
The increase in rates to the other 
towns and consumers in Greene < oun- 
ty, was allowed by the State Utilities , 
Commission because of the high price 
of coal. The rate is conditional for 
according to the agreement 
of 
the 
State Commission, if the price of coal 
drops to $4 a ton or less. tho Tate 
shall revert to the old price of ten 
cents per kilowatt. 
At Jamestown, the village council 
at first refused to grant the new rate- 
but after the State Utilities Commis­ 
soin agreed upon the raise, the council 
accepted the new rate in an amend­ 
ment to the ordinance, fixing the light 
rates. The new light rates over the 
county, do not affect the power rate 
which remains unchanged, according 
to Mr. Heathman.

Veal de Gateau—Cut the left­ 
over roast veal into inch pieces 
and then place in a saucepan one 
cup of stewed tomatoes, one and 
one-half cups of thick cream sauce, 
one cup finely chopped onions, one- 
half cup diced and parboiled car­ 
rots and the prepared veal, one- 
quarter teaspoon of thyme, 
one 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon of 
pepper. 
Simmer slowly for one-half hour 
and then serve on squares of toast 
and garnish with finely chopped 
parsley. 
Peach 
Pudding— Pill 
pudding 
dish one-third full of sliced* peaches 
(fresh or canned). 
Sprinkle gen­ 
erously with sugar. Make a batter 
of one egg, one-half cup 
sugar, 
one cup milk, 
teaspoon 
baking 
powder, pinch of salt and enough 
flour to make stiff as griddle cakes. 
Pour mixture over fruit and bake 
thirty minutes in medium oven.

Apple Whip—Set a pint of sweet­ 
ened apple sauce on ice until very 
cold. Beat the whites of four eggs 
stiff. 
Into the stiffened 
whites 
whip the apple sauce by the spoon­ 
ful until all is used. 
Fill glasses 
with mixture and put a spoonful 
of sweetened whipped cream on top. 
Pineapple 
Fluff—One-half 
box 
lemon gelatine. 
One-half can of 
pineapple, one-half pound marsh­ 
mallows, one-half pound English 
walnuts,

cream. Cut pineapples and marsh­ 
mallows into pieces and when gela­ 
tine is almost cool add them to it; 
also add the chopped nuts to gela­ 
tine.
